5/6/69: Newar.k, .New Jersey. lX*Freezc and aiunlier person, puising aw 
Black Parithcrs. were accu.sed of assaulting an employee of a Jewish synagogue 
with a .shotgun, demanding $5,000, and InUrmatlon and rxid in. a scheme to klJ- 
uap a well-known Newark lewlBh. rights leader. Upon completior. of the 
kidtiappliig, DeFreeze's plan was to submit a ransom note supyxiscdiy from the 
Black Pantiiei Party. He escaped Newark autboritlea. croKsed state lines in 
violation of fed^jral law, and surfaced in QeveUnd, Ohio, October. 1969. 

10/11/69: Cleveltmd. Ohio, DeFreeze appeared on the n>oi of trie 
Cleveland Trust Company, branch Bank, vdtli a ..16 revolver, .25 caliber 
pistol, ati eight inch dag^gor, a tool kit. and , in violation of fedsral Uw, a 
hand grenade. This was a ;ver-iod of great tension and hysteria in ClexeUnd 
as a result of the Alirned Evans affair where so-called Black mlUt&rtts were 
Involved in an nmlxjsb and shoot out with police. DeFreeze was released 
nevertheless on a very low bail, $5,000, swd the cbarge.s were later dropp'd. 

At the tin\e, he was wanted on a capital charge in Nev/ Jer.s?;)' and a probailcn 
violation in California. DiFreeze v/as h'OT held In Qeveland even though Sgt, 
John McMaJton of the Cleveland subversive squad was monitoring the Oc-Freezo 
case . 

DcFreeze fled Cleveland to CallfonUa, where he was again iurested. 

11/25/69; ioa Angeles. A252519. DeFreeze exchanged gun shots with 
a bank gtiard and was v/oumled. Ttie gun used in the shv>3t-out was a ..32 
caliber Beretta automatic pistol. Tltis gun, A63944. was still another gun 
left over from the earlier 200 gun robl>ery. 1967. He obviously had 
been allowed to keep a numlter of gtins from this cache. On 12/3/69, he 
was onlcred Impiisoned at the Vacrville, California Ixihaviot modifleation 
f'AciUty. 

Id 1970, it was at the Vacaville facility that DeFreeze was recruited by 
CIA operative Colston Westbrook to lead the Behavior Mcdlflcaiiou experi- 
mental unit called the Black Culturnl /Association, BCA. On orders from West- 
brook, DoFreeze mouthed off publicly a militant anti -white cultural national - 
ist ideology. HU private letters during the same period were full of references 
to Christian ilieology and fanatical Christian religimia convkUona, 

The BCA a uracltxl outeide prison reform .support and DeFreeze began 
operating a.s a tiouble agent: fa) for Westbrook and the CIA, (b) (or the Caiif- 
omia Department of Corrections and the Bureau of Ciiiuinal Intelligence and 
Investigation, C I I, responsible to the Attorney ^eneral of Cillfornla. 

In December, 1972, DeFreozc was transferred to the maximum security 
prison of Sole^ild in order to entrap and inform on Black rnllUanis Imprisoned 
tliere. Later, he was tran.sferred to the Soutlj Facility of y^lcdadrtet up for 
tm.-sted inmates and is a holdr.g section for informers. He supposedly 
’'e.scapct!" from Soledid on 3/5/7.I .

Ir.t-r •Oivisiian Univeisity, inToky’o, for .spyiclal 
trelrvP'.; ir. /lew psychological 'Art.tfrire techniques. During this secret training

Yoiuigor as the then District /Mtorney ol Los Ar.gele.s, set up an 
elite police unit known as "Special Unit S/,'nator". SUS. Elen- cnts of this group 
and Los Angelee Police Depamneni Imclligertce were re-<>rganlze<l imo# the 
super-secret C.C.S., Criminal Conspiracy Section, styled after the ClA. 

Vounger knew of DeFreeze’s role in CCS and. in i.ict, IXFreeze s>Jibp?enaed 
Younger to testify in his behalf in 1969. After bacoming CoJlfoiTda Attorney 
General, Younger maintained ck..sc coirtact with CCS. 

5, Tlie HEARS!* FAMILY as a target; Few people remember dial it wau 
the Hear.st newspaper chain, now mu.-.h smaller, that led Ute attack on die Rocke- 
fellers in the I940.S, For example, the Heacstovmedjos Angeles Examiner vvas 

one of the few papers Ut the Lf.S, to p/Jint out, 9/12/43. that the ,uomlc secrets } 

were not stolen but given away. TVds was In reference to the secret testimony of 
former FI5 agent Lawrence Kerley, before a Congressionil Committee. Kerley’.v j 
testimony showed the Rockefellers were active in seeing to it that the atomic j 

secrets were given tc the .Soviets in the early 19403 before the U.S. had com - 
pleted its first oiomlc bomb. Kerley was head of a 200-o\an FBI team trucking 
top level Soviet secret police agent.v in the U.S, He was ordered by the State 
Dej>a.rtTOent NOT to arrest them, even though they were about to leave the U.S. 
with atomic samples and atomic secrets. The implications: ihtit tlie Alger Hi.*>s 
case was c\rt short, thanks to cldcf Investigator RJcliard M. Nl.xon, and to sup- 
ply scapegoats, Julius and Ethel Ro.senbe.rg were framed and .sent to the electric 
chair in 1953. Angry, Kerley and 30 other FBI agents resigned. He went on to 
become a writer for the Hea.r.st -owned New York jcximal-ATnerican.The Rocke- 
fellers, priuclpal force bclUnd the start of the CLA, iiiunched financial and other 
attacks on the Journal -American and other Hear.st papers, many then foldlrig up. 

In 1973, Hearst Corp. through their Avon Books division, brought otit one 1 

of the first attacks on the dA, "The Glass House Tapes" . There has l>eeA a 1 

raging battle between the QA's super-elitists and gangster -dominated "dirty |
